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ARRL,  FCC  Ink  Pact 

The  ARRL  and  the  Field  Operations  Bureau 
(FOB)  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission 
have  signed  a  new  agreement  concerning  the  use  of 
amateur  volunteers. 

The  agreement  is  a  revised  and  expanded 
version  of  one  entered  into  in  1984,  and  spells  out 
the  roles  of  amateurs,  as  trained  and  registered 
Official  Observers,  as  well  as  the  role  of  the  FOB. 
The  volunteers  continue  to  be  known  as  the  ARRL 
Amateur  Auxiliary  to  the  Field  Operations  Bureau 
("AA”). 

While  the  new  agreement  continues  to  place 
initial  information  gathering  at  the  local  level,  i.e., 
in  conjunction  with  regional  FOB  offices,  it 
specifies  a  more  centralized  system  for  presenting 
information  to  the  FOB  in  cases  where  enforcement 
is  requested.  This  will  be  done  between  the  office 
of  the  Chief,  FOB,  and  the  League’s  Washington 
office. 

The  new  agreement  also  adds  an  FOB  agree¬ 
ment  to  protect  the  identities  of  Amateur  Auxiliary 
members,  to  the  extent  allowed  by  law,  when  the 
FCC  institutes  an  enforcement  proceeding  involving 
information  provided  by  the  A  A. 

The  FOB  also  agrees  to  assist  the  ARRL  in  the 
training  of  volunteers  and  in  publicizing  the 
objectives  and  accomplishments  of  the  program. 

The  new  agreement  became  effective  February 
26,  1994.

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC 
Form  610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30 
days  before  the  exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit 
walkins.  Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy 
of  the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AND  CORRECTLY) .  Get  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL  or  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Send  a  290  SASE  if  you  request  one 
from  the  ARRL  or  BSSS.  In  most  cases,  forms  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group. 


ARRL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$5.75  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the 
VEC.  You  must  also  have  two  good  copies  of  your 
license  or  CSCE.  A  copy  of  your  license  or  CSCE 
must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form  610  and  most 
VEC  want  a  copy  for  their  records.  You  will  also 
be  required  to  have  a  photo  ID,  or  other  accept¬ 
able  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof 
of  testing  before  March  21,  1987,  in  order  to 
upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test  only.

Ham-Boater  Credits  Amateur  Radio  in 
Gulf  of  Mexico  Storm  Rescue 


Two  men  rescued  from  a  sinking  boat  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  credit  Amateur  Radio  for  saving  their  lives. 

On  March  2,  Larry  Hooker,  KB5ZNY,  of  Thaxton, 
Mississippi,  and  his  sailing  partner,  Rhett  White, 
were  returning  from  Honduras  on  Hooker’s  45-foot 
sailing  vessel  Off  the  Hook,  when  they  ran  into  an 
unexpected  storm  and  high  seas. 

Hooker  had  been  in  contact  with  his  friend  Randall 
O’Brian,  KD5ZH,  of  West  Point,  Mississippi,  since 
hoisting  anchor  on  February  6,  on  80,  40,  and  20 
meters.  Hooker  had  visited  his  daughter,  Tina  Hooker, 
KB5YNN,  a  missionary  with  Global  Outreach  on  the 
northeastern  coast  of  Honduras,  in  an  area  accessible 
only  by  air  or  sea. 

"Tina’s  US  Novice  license  allowed  her  to  operate 
from  Honduras,"  Larry  Hooker  said.  "I  was  taking  her 
a  rig,  along  with  other  supplies.  Larry,  who  upgraded 
to  General  class  about  six  months  ago,  was  looking 
forward  to  regular  skeds  with  his  daughter  by  radio 

Larry’s  friend  Randall  O’Brian  was  his  link  back  to 
the  states.  "Larry  and  I  made  two  radio  contacts  a 
day,"  O’Brian  said,  "starting  out  on  75  meters,  then 
on  40  and  20  meters  as  he  got  farther  out. "  Hooker 
arrived  at  his  destination  on  February  17,  and  after 
spending  some  time  with  his  daughter,  began  the  return 
trip  on  February  26. 

All  went  well  until  March  1.  "Larry  reported  being 
in  bad  weather,"  O’Brian  said,  "and  he  was  using  his 
radar  to  pick  h  is  way  around  the  most  severe  thunder¬

storms.  He  had  lowered  his  sails  and  was  under  power. 
The  weather  forecast  had  been  wrong." 

Things  began  to  deteriorate  on  March  2,  when  Hooker 
reported  to  O’Brian  that  he  was  in  gale  force  winds  and 
high  seas  (20  to  25  feet).  "Larry  was  concerned  about 
having  enough  fuel  to  make  it  back  to  Mobile,  Alabama. 
We  started  making  a  contact  every  two  hours  the 
remainder  of  the  day,"  O’Brian  said. 

At  4  prm.,  Hooker  reported  taking  on  water,  the 
seas  still  running  20  to  25  feet.  O’Brian  called  the 
Coast  Guard  and  advised  them  of  Larry’s  situation,  and 
the  Coast  Guard  started  an  every-other-hour  check  on 
Larry  -  coming  up  on  Hooker’s  and  O’Brian’s  regular 
75-meter  frequency,  3862  kHz. 

"At  about  5  p.m.  Larry  reported  the  situation  as 
very  bad,  with  no  improvement  in  sight,"  O’Brian  said. 
"This  was  the  last  contact  that  anyone  had  with  him  the 
rest  of  the  night." 

O’Brian  and  other  amateurs  listening  tried  all 
that  night  to  contact  Off  the  Hook,  as  did  the  Coast 
Guard.  About  5  a.m.  on  March  3  the  Coast  Guard  in  New 
Orleans  called  O’Brian  to  say  that  their  station  at 
Corpus  Christi,  Texas,  had  picked  up  a  call  from 
Larry,  but  they  couldn’t  establish  contact  with  him. 
They  asked  O’Brian  to  try. 

"I  had  a  dream  that  night,"  O’Brian  said,  "that  I 
would  be  able  to  contact  Larry  again.  And  atabout5:30 
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FCC  Telephone 
Interference  Survey 
Finds  Hangups  in 
Many  Phones 

The  FCC  has  released  the  results  of  a  telephone 
interference  survey  just  completed.  35  FCC  field 
offices  each  picked  three  random  cases  of  telephone 
interference  on  record  and  then  visited  the  scene. 
The  transmitting  stations  included  47  Citizens  Band; 
27  Amateur;  23  AM  broadcast;  10  FM  broadcast; 
and  one  international  broadcast  station. 

At  the  location  experiencing  interference,  the 
FCC’s  Field  Operations  Bureau  personnel  would 
first  test  the  telephones  on  site,  and  then  test  their 
own  "bulletproof  telephones,  as  well  as  several 
commercially  available  filters.  241  different 
telephones  were  tested. 

Among  the  FCC’s  conclusions  was  that 
transmitter  power  did  not  seem  to  be  a  significant 
factor;  they  said  that  10  watts  or  less  caused 
telephone  interference  in  one-third  of  the  cases. 

The  FCC  also  said  that  filters  worked  only 
one-third  of  the  time.  "Manufacturers  can  design 
telephones  to  be  interference  free,"  the  Commission 
said,  citing  its  bulletproof  telephones,  which  were 
immune  from  interference  "virtually  all  of  the 
time." 

The  FCC  said  that  it  hopes  that  the  survey  will 
encourage  affected  parties  "to  productively  address 
and  resolve  this  problem."  If  you  would  like  a  copy

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I'm  Talking  Through  a  Satellite

Duane  Meyer,  KX9N  of  Milwaukee,  discovered  how  much  fun  the  satellites  are,  especially  Russian 
satellite  RS-12.  He  listens  for  the  satellite  on  its  telemetry  beacon  frequency  of  29.408  MHz  and  can 
usually  adequately  receive  RS-12  signals  three  times  in  the  morning  and  again  in  the  afternoon  as  the 
satellite  passes.  RS-12  has  a  circular  coverage  area,  a  footprint  on  the  ground,  of  about  4,500  miles  in 
diameter  and  whirls  around  the  earth  at  approximately  14,000  miles  per  hour. 

Duane  uses  tube-type  Drake  Twins,  a  separate  receiver  and  a  transmitter  which  runs  100  watts.  For 
antennas  he  uses  a  10-meter  dipole  in  the  attic  and  a  15-meter  vertical,  to  listen  on  the  frequency  range, 
called  passbands,  with  uplink  29.41  to  29.45  MHz  and  transmits  on  downlink  21.21  to  21.25  MHz.  Duane 
points  out  that  these  frequency  passbands  are  for  Extra  Class  and  Advanced  only,  "But  there  is  a  robot 
frequency  pair  uplink  21.129  MHz  and  downlink  29.454  MHz  which,  when  unoccupied,  can  be  used  by 
General,  Technician  Plus  or  Novice  class  amateurs." 

Duane  works  for  the  Milwaukee  Police  Radio  Shop  on  47th  and  Vliet,  so  he  is  very  familiar  with  radio  j 
communications  and  various  electronic  equipment,  but  finds  satellite  communication  something  new  and  i 
well  worth  trying.  §1 

Of  course  there  is  doppler  shift,  a  small  change  in  signal  frequency  as  the  satellite  moves  overhead, 
so  Duane  adjusts  his  receiver  to  track  stations.  Duane  has  worked  three  call  areas  on  CW  within  the  lower 
10  kHz  of  the  segments:  W4,  W8  and  W0,  but  has  heard  VEs  and  YS1.  He  has  also  tried  some  SSB,  but 
finds  it  more  difficult  right  now. 

As  KX9N  completes  telling  me  his  rather  serious  story  he  says,  "The  only,  difficult  part  of  using  the 
RS-12  satellite  is  that  you  must  talk  in  Russian."  Then  he  gives  me  a  big  smile,  it’s  just  a  tunny  joke  -  or 
is  it?

STS-59/SAREX  update 

Astronaut-hams  Jay  Apt,  N5QWL,  and  Linda  Godwin, 
N5RAX,  will  operate  the  Shuttle  Amateur  Radio 
Experiment  from  on  board  the  Space  Shuttle  Endeavour 
in  April.  The  nine  day  mission  is  scheduled  to  launch 
on  April  7  at  1207  UTC. 

Jay  is  the  first  astronaut-ham  to  fly  with  the 
SAREX  payload  three  times.  His  two  previous  flights 
were  STS-37  in  April,  1991  and  STS-47  in  September, 
1992.  Linda  also  operated  SAREX  during  STS-37. 

Hie  mission  will  carry  the  Shuttle  Radar  Labora¬ 
tory  1  (SRL-1)  payload.  Radar  images  generated  by  the 
Shuttle  Imaging  Radar  will  be  used  by  scientists  to 
help  understand  some  of  the  processes  which  affect  the 
earth’s  environment,  such  as  deforestation  in  the 
Amazon,  desertification  south  of  the  Sahara,  and 
soil-moisture  retention  in  the  Midwest. 

Jay  is  the  commander  of  the  Blue  Shift  and  will 
operate  the  shuttle  systems  during  the  "night”  shift, 
while  Linda  is  responsible  for  overall  operation  of 
three  large  radars  in  the  shuttle’s  cargo  bay  during 
the  "day"  shift. 

Jay  has  reported  that  he  will  be  asleep  over  most 
US  passes,  and  that  Linda  will  be  busy  with  assigned 
duties  for  most  daylit  US  passes,  so  try  to  contact  the 
crew  on  packet  over  the  US  if  the  sun  is  up.  The  packet 
call  sign  will  be  W5RRR-1 .  They  will  try  to  operate  FM 
voice  when  they  are  not  otherwise  busy  and  at  night,  or 
when  the  ground  is  cloudy.  The  crew  is  generally  busy 
taking  pictures  of  the  Earth  during  clear  daylight 
passes. 

Jay  also  indicated  that  he  will  try  to  activate 
SAREX  about  3  hours  into  the  mission.  Deactivation 
will  occur  at  about  8  days,  17  hours  after  launch, 
unless  they  get  a  one-day  science  mission  extension, 
in  which  case  it  will  be  deactivated  at  about  9  days, 
17  hours  after  launch. 


The  worldwide  SAREX  downlink  frequency  is  145.55 
MHz.  The  downlink  is  the  astronauts’  transmit 
frequency.  Please  do  not  transmit  on  this  frequency. 
The  worldwide  FM  packet  uplink  frequency  is  144.49 
MHz. 

The  FM  voice  uplink  frequencies  are  144.91, 
144.93,  144.95, 144.97  and  144.99  MHz.  Earth  stations 
should  use  these  as  their  transmit  frequencies.  In 
Europe,  stations  should  use  144.70, 144.75  and  144.80 
MHz. 

Send  reports  and  QSL  rads  to  ARRL  EAD,  STS-59  QSL, 
225  Main  Street,  Newington,  CT  06111,  USA.  Indude  the 
following  information  in  your  QSL  or  report:  STS-59, 
date,  tune  in  UTC,  frequency  and  mode  (FM  voice  or 
packet).  In  addition,  you  must  also  include  a  SASE 
using  a  large,  business-sized  envelope  if  you  wish  to 
receive  a  card.

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OS?  Nope....  OSS

This  story  is  reprinted  from  Dots  and  Dashes,  the  quarterly  newspaper  of  the 
Morse  Telegraph  Club,  and  is  taken  from  the  January-February-March  1994 
issue.  The  story  is  not  directly  related  to  Amateur  Radio,  but  the  author  is  a  ham 
who  holds  the  call  sign  W5LKL.  We  found  the  story  interesting  and  intriguing, 
and  we  think  you  find  it  to  be  the  same.  -  BSSS  editor 

Ithough  this  article  doesn’t  deal  with  railroad.  Western  Union  or  other 
_  familiar  telegraphy,  it  might  be  interesting  and  informative. 

During  World  War  II,  the  government  initiated  an  agency  known  as 
the  "OSS,”  or  Office  of  Strategic  Services.  President  Roosevelt  selected  the  late 
General  "Wild  Bill"  Donovan,  who  commanded  the  69th  "Fighting  Irish" 
regiment  in  World  War  I,  to  head  OSS. 

Strict  secrecy  was  maintained  so  that  the  organization  was  not  well  known  to 
the  general  public  until  after  1945,  at  which  time  the  name  was  changed  to  the 
CIA.  I  was  a  member  of  OSS,  having  been  recruited  by  them  at  Camp  Crowder, 
MO,  where  I  was  taking  basic  training. 

Camp  Crowder  was  a  large  Signal  Corps  training  school  which  no  longer 
exists.  In  1942,  OSS  sent  a  representative  to  Crowder  in  search  of  radio 
operators.  A  few  of  us  who  there  had  prior  experience,  both  in  radio  code  and 
American  Morse.  Three  of  us  were  selected  and  sent  to  a  small,  secluded  Boy 
Scout  camp  about  25  miles  from  Washington,  D.C.  Training  in  demolition, 
various  firearms,  commando  tactics  began. 

In  the  meantime,  OSS  had  been  screening  and  recruiting  agents  from  other 
countries.  They  were  the  men  who  would  later  go  in  behind  enemy  lines.  They 
were  taught  radio,  sabotage,  cryptography,  and  many  other  things  that  would  be 
required  of  them  once  behind  enemy  lines. 

After  this  preliminary  training  ended,  some  of  us  went  to  the  Mediterranean 
theatre,  some  to  the  European  theatre,  and  others  to  the  South  Pacific.  I  went  in 
a  convoy  of  21  ships  to  Algiers,  in  North  Africa,  where  we  set  up  a  base  radio¬ 
telegraph  station.  Once  base  stations  were  adequately  set  up,  the  OSS  began 
sending  trained  foreigners  into  their  respective  countries  via  parachute  or 
submarine,  with  25  watt  transmitters  and  equipment  they  needed  for  sabotage  and 
demolition. 

Agents  were  sent  to  France,  Germany,  Rumania,  Czechoslovakia, 
Yugoslavia,  Greece,  and  Turkey.  Each  was  fluent  in  his  native  language  and 
occupied  himself  in  a  profession,  such  as  barber,  mechanic,  teacher,  etc.,  in 
order  to  avoid  suspicion  by  the, Germans,  who  were  all  around  them. 

At  schedule  times,  they  would  throw  out  a  length  of  copper  wire  into  a  tree, 
fire  up  their  small  transmitters  and  start  calling  us  by  pre-specified  call  letters, 
signing  their  own. 

We  were  furnished  the  times  and  frequencies  they  would  appear  on  the  air, 
with  traffic  concerning  German  installations  and  troop  movements.  The 
information  was  in  5-letter  groups  which  we  turned  over  to  our  deciphering 
department. 

The  Germans  knew  this  was  going  on  and  would  do  their  best  to  locate  them, 
but  most  of  the  time  the  signals  were  so  weak  that  the  Jerry  direction  finders 
could  not  get  a  fix  on  them.  So,  they  would  concentrate  on  our  more  powerful 
base  stations  and  come  for  us,  loaded  with  bombs.  As  a  result,  we  had  to 
constantly  be  on  the  move  to  avoid  bombing  and  strafing. 

As  the  war  progressed  and  General  Rommel  left  North  Africa,  we  moved  on 
up  to  Sicily  and  then  into  Southern  Italy,  all  the  time  maintaining  radio  contact 
with  our  agents.  Their  signals  were  weak,  there  was  much  static  and  jamming  by 
the  Germans,  but  somehow  we  managed  to  copy  the  text. 

Fearful  of  detection,  we  tried  our  best  to  urge  them  not  to  stay  on  the  air  too 
long.  Now  and  then,  though,  one  would  insist  and  twice  I  was  in  the  midst  of 
copying  a  coded  message  when  the  agent  disappeared  from  the  air.  Two  or  three 


months  later,  we  learned  the  Germans  had  a  fix  on  him,  barged  into  his  home, 

and  killed  him  on  sight. 

We  were  in  close  proximity  to  the  British,  who  had  an  agency  similar  to  ours. 
Some  of  our  information  was  turned  over  to  the  American  Air  Force  and  some 
to  the  British.  They  would  analyze  it  and  then  squadron  after  squadron  of  British 
and  American  planes  could  be  seen  headed  north  on  a  mission. 

When  I  was  in  Algeria,  I  had  a  fellow  military  buddy,  C.O.  Masterson,  who 
was  sent  to  Corsica.  He  was  a  seasoned  landline  Morse  operator  who  had  worked 
many  telegraph  circuits,  including  the  building  of  the  railroad  across  Panama, 
and  was  a  true  "boomer"  (drifted  frequently  from  job  to  job  -  BSSS  ed.),  even 
at  his  age  of  35.  He  and  I  devised  a  system  of  exchanging  our  traffic  in 
American  Morse,  and  I’m  convinced  this  confused  German  monitors  very  much. 

The  biggest  moment  of  my  life  came  toward  the  end  of  the  war  in  Europe. 
I  was  north  of  Rome  and  would  scan  the  band  at  times  when  I  wasn’t  handling 
traffic.  There  was  a  German  operator  north  of  us  who  was  constantly  getting 
confused  or  lost.  Almost  daily  he  called  his  headquarters  post,  in  plain  text, 
asking  for  instructions. 

We  had  a  crystal  that  exactly  matched  his  transmitting  and  receiving 
frequency.  I  would  call  him,  imitatating  the  fist  of  his  headquarters  operator,  and 
instruct  him  to  proceed  to  a  place  where  I  knew  our  bombers  and  heavy  artillery 
were  operating.  This  was  all  done  in  plain  text;  I  had  spoken  German  since  I  was 
a  young  kid. 

This  cat  and  mouse  game  went  on  for  quite  a  while,  until  the  German  army 
collapsed  and  wanted  to  throw  in  the  towel.  The  German  operator  called  me;  I 
answered  him  and  he  told  me  he  sought  me  out  because  he  had  finally 
determined  I  was  the  one  giving  him  false  instructions.  He  asked  me  if  I  would 
convey  to  the  proper  American  top  brass  that  they  wanted  to  arrange  for 
surrender  of  all  their  troops  in  Italy. 

I  complied:  Traffic  flew  like  mad  between  us  and  arrangements  were  made 
thru  Switzerland  for  a  surrender  meeting.  This  occurred  on  May  8,  1945,  and 
four  days  later  I  was  on  the  Queen  Mary,  enroute  to  New  York  after  three  years 
of  these  goings-on.  It  was  interesting,  but  I  must  admit  I  was  happy  to  get  it 
behind  me  and  see  my  son,  almost  2  and  1/2  years  old,  whom  I  had  never  laid 
eyes  on. 

On  one  occasion  in  North  Africa,  I  met  "Wild  Bill"  Donovan.  He  was  a  big, 
freckle-faced  Irishman  and  when  he  stuck  out  that  big  hand  to  shake  hands,  it 
looked  like  a  Virginia  ham!  He  would  carry  only  a  .25  rifle  going  in  on  an 
invasion  -  he  was  fearless. 

Julia  Child,  a  big,  tall  British  woman  who  has  the  cooking  show  on  TV,  was 
with  OSS,  along  with  other  big  names.  We  have  several  OSS  ham  radio  nets,  but 
the  only  one  I  meet  with  is  Thursday  mornings,  8  a.m.  CST,  on  7042,  and  it’s 
a  good  turnout.  Most  of  these  guys  I  haven’t  seen  in  45  or  50  years.  Another 
British  OSS  lady,  Ursula,  VP2MT,  meets  with  us  when  she  is  home  on 
Montserrat.  Darned  good  operator;  she  runs  a  keyer  at  40  to  45  w.p.m. 

When  we  were  released  after  the  war,  we  were  sworn  to  secrecy  for  25 
years,  hence  nothing  was  written  about  OSS  until  that  time  had  passed.  We 
referred  to  it  as  the  OH-SO-SECRET  because  we  were  all  thoroughly  checked 
out,  from  the  time  we  were  born  until  they  officially  signed  us  in.  Now  several 
books  giving  lots  of  details  about  the  OSS  are  available.  I  have  a  list  of  them  in 
case  someone  is  interested.  n 


The  Morse  Telegraph  Club  is  not  an  Amateur  Radio  subgroup,  but  exists  to 
perpetuate  the  "mother  tongue"  of  the  telegraph,  American  Morse.  However,  the 
club  does  operate  several  Amateur  Radio  nets,  and  checkins  are  welcome  in 
either  American  Morse  or  International  Morse  (radio)  code.  For  more 
information  about  the  MTC,  write  to  the  Morse  Telegraph  Club,  Inc. ,  12350  West 
Offner  Road,  Manhattan,  IL  60442. 

Oh,  yes.  That  "OS"  in  the  headline  means  "out  of  station. "  When  a  train 
departed  a  station  and  headed  up  the  rails,  the  station  agent  would  telegraph  the 
agent  at  the  next  station  "OSRU,  "for  example.  Here,  that  would  indicate  that  the 
train  has  left  the  station  at  La  Rue.  That’s  a  lot  shorter  than  spelling  it  all  out, 
eh?  □

in  whatever  system  was  adopted.

The  Computer 
Comer

For  the  10th  in  our  series,  let's  consider  hard 
drives.  They  are  somewhat  expensive  add-on  items 
for  the  old  XT  "clunker"  you  picked  up  for  $25, 
but  at  today’s  prices  for  even  new  units,  in  the 
realm  of  possibility.  Large  hard  drives  (500  Mbytes 
and  up)  can  be  purchased  for  about  a  buck  a 
megabyte,  but  I  don’t  recommend  spending  $500 
for  one  to  put  in  your  $25  computer.  That  is  too 
much  cash  outlay,  and  you  probably  don’t  need  all 
that  space.  Smaller  units,  40  Mbytes,  can  be 
purchased  new  for  $100  at  this  writing  (Oct  93). 
Used  hard  drives  are  even  cheaper:  a  40  megabyte 
(40  million  byte)  unit  can  he  purchased  for  around 
twenty  bucks.  That's  50  cents  a  megabyte.  Pretty 
cheap  when  you  consider  that  a  high  density  (1.2 
Mbyte)  floppy  will  cost  you  around  half  a  buck  or 
more.  Used  drives  plentiful  and  cheap  (as  are 
used  computers)  because  many  people  are  upgrad¬ 
ing  their  home  computer  hard  drive  to  100  Mbytes 
or  larger.  Is  a  40  Mbyte  unit  Mg  enough  for  you? 
If  you  are  using  the  computer  for  home  and  ham 
use,  most  certainly!  Yon  ran  put  a  word  processor, 
YAPP  (Yet  Another  Packet  Program,  the  best 
Packet  Radio  program  around),  a  whole  hunch  of 
utilities,  a  few  games,  and  all  the  necessary  DOS 
files  on  it  and  still  have  well  over  !0  megabytes  of 
space  left  No  doubt  about  it,  40  Mbytes  is  a  lot  of 
space. 

What  do  you  need  and  how  do  you  do  it?  First 
of  all,  any  hard  drive  you  wish  to  install  in  an  XT 


must  also  have  a  controller  card.  The  controller  is 
a  plug-in  printed  circuit  board  that  does  just  what 
its  name  implies;  it  controls  the  hard  drive,  and 
presents  data  taken  from  it  in  a  format  your 
computer  can  understand.  The  controller  plugs  in  to 
a  slot,  so  you  must  have  at  least  one  unused  slot 
open.  Pop  the  computer’s  cover  and  look  in  to 
determine  this. 

Second,  if  new  or  used,  be  sure  the  drive/con¬ 
troller  combination  will  work  with  an  XT  class 
computer.  Some  combinations  will  not  -  IDE 
(Integrated  Drive  Electronics)  drives  come  with  a 
controller  that  is  made  for  plugging  into  an  AT 
class  (286/386/486)  computer.  They  WILL  work 
with  an  XT,  but  you  must  purchase  a  special 
controller  card  for  the  job. 

If  you ‘  purchase  new,  I  recommend  Hard 
Drives  International  (recently  acquired  by  Insight) 
at  1-800-488-0004.  They  specialize  in  hard  drives, 
are  extremely  knowledgeable  and  helpful,  and  they 
provide  superb  documentation  with  their  products 
including  a  "how  to"  manual  with  each  drive  they 
sell.  Furthermore,  their  prices  are  excellent  and 
they  will  even  tell  you  which  drive  is  the  best  buy 
at  the  moment  (they  stock  products  of  all  major 
manufacturers).  If  you  cal!  them,  be  sure  you  know 
exactly  what  type  (and  brand)  of  machine  the  drive 
is  intended  for.  They  will  give  you  good  advice  on 
the  phone. 

If  you  mtrchase  a  used  drive/controller  unit, 
the  best  course  of  action  is  to  get  someone  knowl¬ 
edgeable  to  he  ip  you  install  it  and  set  ;t  up.  It  is  not 
a  difficult,  job  for  someone  who  knows  what  they 
are  doing,  but  it  can  be  complex  for  someone  who 
does  not. 

By  the  way,  if  you  have  a  hard  drive  you  think 
is  broken,  don’t  throw  it  away.  Some  repair  shops , 
(there  are  only  a  few  in  the  country,  because  it 
takes  a  special  "clean  room"  to  open  and  mechani¬ 
cally  repair  drives)  will  repair  it  for  you.  However, 


compare  carefully  their  repair  charges  with  the  cost 
of  a  new  unit.  If  a  new  unit  is  a  more  cost-effective 
route  for  you,  some  of  the  repair  shops  will 
purchase  your  old  unit  for  rebuilding  purposes. 

Some  drives  that  people  think  are  mechanically 
broken  are  not;  these  can  be  repaired  by  software 
manipulation.  After  attending  an  Advanced 
Troubleshooting  and  Repair  seminar  a  few  weeks 
ago,  I  rescued  4  such  units,  just  for  the  practice 
(hard  drive  repair  is  not  my  profession!).  Donate 
that  dead  drive  to  someone  who  can  play  with  it. 
Give  it  to  me;  if  I  fix  it,  I  will  give  it  away  to 
someone  who  can  use  it.  How’s  that  for  an  offer? 

Happy  computing.  n

The  League  already  has  told  the  FCC  that  the 
proceeding  should  be  terminated ,  and  cited  a  number  of 
reasons,  among  them  that  it  isn’t  really  an  NPRM  since 
it  doesn’t  actually  propose  to  change  anything,  and 
that  it  shouldn’t  even  apply  to  the  average  amateur 
installation. 

The  League  said  that  those  amateurs  remotely 
likely  to  be  affected  by  new  standards  are  those 
forced  to  use  indoor  antennas  because  of  restrictions 
against  outside  installations. 

The  FCC  said  it  was  extending  the  deadline  in 
response  to  an  industry  group,  the  "Telecommunications 
Industry  Association,"  who  said  that  more  than  1200 
pages  of  comments  had  been  filed  with  the  Commission 
and  that  not  enough  time  had  been  allowed  for 
evaluation  of  that  much  material.  The  FCC  said  it 
recognized  "the  complexity  of  the  issues  raised"  by 
its  proposal. 

The  reply  comment  deadline  was  extended  from 
February  24, 1994,  to  April  25, 1994.  A  full  story  on 
the  League’s  comments  to  the  FCC  in  this  matter  will 
appear  in  April  QST.

Oldtimer  Travis  Baird,  W9VQD  of  Milwaukee,  started  planning  weeks  ahead 
of  time  for  a  surprise  75th  birthday  party  for  his  wife  Marion.  To  keep  things  a 
secret  from  Marion  he  would  sneakily  phone  potential  guests,  tell  them  the  plan 
and  then  ask  that  they  call  a  friend  of  the  Baird’s  named  Jay,  with  a  response. 

Unfortunately,  the  worst  storm  of  the  winter  drops  about  a  half  foot  of  snow 
on  the  evening  of  the  party;  we  can’t  safely  drive  faster  than  25  miles  per  hour  - 
on  the  freeway.  Snow  and  ice  is  everywhere,  some  cars  pull  off  to  the  side  of  the 
road,  sometimes  in  pairs  with  dents. 

Meanwhile,  Travis  reassures  his  wife  that  they  still  should  eat  dinner  out, 
goes  outside  to  shovel  the  driveway  -  without  his  boots  on.  His  left  shoe  comes 
off,  gets  wet  and  he  can’t  get  it  back  on.  Marion  says,  "We’re  having  trouble 
getting  ready  with  all  the  snow,  are  you  sure  we  should  go  out  for  dinner 
tonight?"  "Of  course,"  Travis  replies,  and  noticing  that  Marion  was  casually 
dressed,  "Could  you  wear  something  else?  We’re  going  to  The  Simon  House." 

Marion  still  isn’t  suspecting  anything  since  Travis  did  promise  to  take  her  out 
for  her  birthday.  But  it  actually  isn’t  for  two  more  days,  on  Valentine’s  Day,  and 
the  snow  is  coming  down  hard. 

It’s  about  6  p.m.  at  The  Simon  House  in  Glendale  and  all  except  two  of  the 
62  friends  and  relatives  who  were  invited  got  through  the  terrible  storm.  Guests 
waiting  for  the  signal,  sit  at  twelve  round  tables  in  a  beautiful  separate  dining 
room.  Many  of  the  folks  are  ham  radio  friends  of  the  Bairds,  who  have  no 
trouble  with  conversations. 

"Here  they  come!"  someone  shouts.  Travis,  with  red  bow  tie  and  blue  sport 
coat  opens  the  door  to  the  dining  room,  steps  in  and  says  to  Marion,  "Here  we 
are!"  Marion,  wearing  a  beautiful  red  dress  and  a  diamond  heart  necklace, 
enters.  Everyone  in  the  room  immediately  stands  up,  declares  "Surprise!"  and 
sings  Happy  Birthday.  It  is  a  surprise  for  Marion  and  a  teary-eyed  event  for  us 
all  as  she  teeter  totters  for  a  moment,  “begins  recognizing  everyone  in  the  room, 
and  then  rushes  between  friends  giving  out  hugs.  "I  can’t  believe  all  these  people 
came  in  miserable  weather  -  some  came  more  than  80  miles." 

The  Baird’s  oldest  daughter,  Mary  Lou,  who  they  had  not  seen  for  a  year, 
surprises  both  Marion  and  Travis.  "I  traveled  2,000  miles  from  California  and 
only  had  trouble  the  last  90!"  Their  other  daughter,  Betsy  from  Illinois,  is  in  the 
group,  too. 

There  is  a  toast  by  Mary  Lou  for  another  25  years.  Travis  says  to  Marion, 
"You  look  as  good  as  when  I  met  you.”  A  son-in-law  jests,  "But  Travis  has 
changed."  One  person  in  the  ham  radio  audience  hollers,  "Let’s  do  this  every 
year.... in  July!"  As  conversations  continue,  W9PWG,  with  an  8mm  video 
camera,  has  each  of  us  say  Happy  Birthday  as  a  remembrance  present  for  the 
Bairds  to  relive  the  evening. 

It  is  nearly  10  p.m.,  the  dining  and  chatting  have  been  perfect.  Two  of 
Travis’  friends,  with  the  ease  of  a  shoe  horn,  finally  help  him  get  his  shoe  on. 
Travis  waited  to  take  care  of  that  detail  last  because  he  wanted  to  make  the 
evening  a  very  special  time  for  his  loving  Valentine.  "Surprise,  happy  birthday, 
my  Marion."  ^  □

Life  without  CW,  God, 
or  family  would  be  meaningless.

a.m.  I  did.  He  was  in  an  emergency  situation,  on  the 
verge  of  sinking.  I  contacted  the  Coast  Guard  and  they 
again  came  on  3862  kHz  and  were  able  to  contact  Larry. " 

The  Coast  Guard  dispatched  a  jet  aircraft  from  New 
Orleans  to  drop  pumps  to  Off  the  Hook,  which  was  now 
about  250  miles  southwest  of  Mobile.  The  two  sailors, 
although  by  now  exhausted,  tried  to  pump  the  water  out 
of  their  boat. 

A  merchant  vessel,  the  Turn  Arrow,  was  only  16 
miles  away  and  quickly  came  to  help  in  the  rescue.  "We 
amateurs  had  radio  contact  with  the  Coast  Guard  in  New 
Orleans  all  day,"  O’Brian  said,  "and  were  able  to  get 
reports  from  Larry.  I  was  notified  by  the  Coast  Guard 
that  their  cutter,  the  Cushing ,  was  being  dispatched 
from  Mobile,  and  would  reach  Larry  at  4:30  p.m." 

At  5: 15  p.m,  the  Coast  Guard  reported  that  Off  the 
Hook  was  under  tow  and  that  Hooker  and  White  were 
bruised  and  exhausted  but  otherwise  OK. 

Off  the  Hook  was  towed  all  night,  but  sank  about 
10  a.m.  on  March  4.  They  were  unable  to  keep  the  water 
pumped  out. 

During  the  operation,  Hooker’s  wife,  Teresa,  who 
is  not  a  ham,  listened  to  the  communications.  After 
the  two  men  were  picked  up,  she  told  the  Tupelo  Daily 
Journal  "Now  that  I  know  he’s  on  his  way  home,  I  may 
get  a  little  sleep  tonight,  but  I’m  going  to  leave  the 
ham  radio  on." 

"Larry  and  his  wife  came  to  visit  us  on  March  6," 
Randall  O’Brian  said.  "Larry  told  me  ‘I  wouldn’t  be 
alive  today  if  it  were  not  for  the  efforts  of  Amateur 
Radio  operators." 

"The  Lord  used  Amateur  Radio  operators  to  save  our 
lives,"  Hooker  said.

Mississippi  Hams  Respond 
to  February  Ice  Storm 

The  massive  ice  storm  that  hit  much  of  the  U.S.  on 
February  10  and  1 1  was  especially  damaging  in 
Mississippi,  and  was  the  worst  there  in  more  than  40 
years,  according  to  Hank  Downey,  K5QNE. 

Downey,  writing  in  The  Magnolia  Report,  says 
that  the  state’s  Amateur  Radio  efforts  were  led  by  Jim 
Porter,  W5HTV,  Director  of  Communications  for  the 


Mississippi  Emergency  Management  Agency,  and  Larry 
Clark,  WB5AKR,  MEMA’s  statewide  liaison  with  Amateur 
Radio.  The  two  "directed  traffic,"  sending  amateurs  to 
areas  of  greatest  need. 

Several  amateurs  were  able  to  set  up  from  mobile 
and  portable,  emergency-powered  sites,  and  to  activate 
the  Magnolia  Net,  the  Mississippi  Section  phone  net. 
Included  among  them  was  net  manager  A1  Sudduth, 
WA5TPM,  who  operated  mobile  after  his  home  antennas 
came  down  in  the  ice. 

The  Jackson  ARC  activated  W5PFC,  their  permanent 
station  at  the  State  Headquarters  of  the  American  Red 
Cross  in  the  capital  city,  to  coordinate  communication 
with  ARC  offices  around  the  state,  Downey  said.

Cameron,  44,  has  flown  on  two  SAREX  shuttle 
flights,  STS-37  in  1991  and  STS-56  in  1993.  Both 
these  shuttles  were  "all-ham  flights."

Here's  a  regenerative  receiver  built  by  Baraboo  resident  Dick  Pfaff.  It  uses  three  very 
old  tubes  (he's  not  certain  of  the  type),  and  has  a  regenerative  detector  followed  by 
two  stages  of  audio  amplification.  A  regenerative  receiver  uses  a  detector  with 
deliberately  induced  feedback  which  increases  stage  gain.  For  AM  reception,  the 
detector  is  operated  just  below  the  point  of  oscillation.  If  stage  gain  is  taken  just  into 
oscillation,  the  receiver  will  detect  CW  signals.  Dick's  hobby  is  building  radios  of  very 
early  design.  He  needs  a  30C1  rheostat  for  this  model  to  provide  proper  filament  voltage 
control.

The  earliest  days  of  two-meter  FM 
here  in  the  Baraboo-Portage  area  were 
more  than  interesting.  There  were  no 
repeaters,  and  we  all  used  converted 
commercial  equipment,  with  Motorola 
generally  being  the  preferred  brand.  A  lot 
of  General  Electric  rigs  also  were  used. 
The  Motorolas  first  used  were  called 
"turkey  roasters, "  because  that’s  what  they 
resembled.  The  transmitter  and  receiver 
were  in  two  separate  boxes  and  looked  like 
they  belonged  in  a  kitchen  for  cooking 
chores. 

Two-meter  FM  quickly  became  the 
rage,  and  a  source  of  rage  to  some  hams 
here,  too.  To  say  we  (yes,  including 
myself)  were  an  unruly  bunch  would  be 
more  than  an  understatement.  Bob  Gilson, 
K9WRQ  (Whales,  Rabbits  and  Quails),  of 
Portage,  a  Silent  Key  since  around  1980, 
joined  us  on  this  new  mode  and  quickly 
gained  a  reputation  as  a  fun  feller  and  a 
practical  joker. 

Bob  was  proud  of  his  lawn.  Hey,  that 
presented  a  challenge  to  me!  I  told  Bob  I 
was  going  to  drive  on  his  lawn.  He  told 
me  that  if  I  ever  did,  he’d  get  his  shotgun 
and  give  us  what  for. 

It  must  have  been  quite  a  sight  that 
night  to  anyone  watching  the  events  which 
unfolded  at  his  home,  very  rapid  events  at 
that.  I,  with  Bob  Prine,  K90DK,  (a  Silent 
Key  since  1974)  and  one  other  ham  were 
riding  with  me.  I  slowly  drove  onto  his 
lawn,  right  up  to  the  front  door.  I  said  to 
Bob  on  2  meters,  "Hey,  Bob,  I’m  on  your 
lawn. "  The  next  thing  we  saw  was  Bob,  as 
he  opened  his  door  and  started  to  uncase 
his  shotgun.  He  wasn’t  kidding!  He 
couldn’t  get  the  gun  out  of  its  case  and 
ripped  it  apart.  By  that  time  his  wife. 
Barb,  was  nearly  rolling  on  the  floor  in 


uncontrollable  laughter  as  she  watched  a 
frustrated  K9WRQ  desperately  trying  to 
get  that  gun  uncased.  At  the  same  time, 
we  were  very  rapidly  departing  the  lawn, 
leaving  behind  what  must  have  been  six- 
inch-deep  ruts. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  had  he  managed 
to  get  that  gun  uncased,  lead  would  have 
been  flying  and  I  definitely  had  no  interest 
in  verifying  that.  I  never  drove  on  his 
lawn  again,  either. 

The  Unipole 

Then,  there  was  the  infamous  "uni¬ 
pole"  practical  (impractical  to  the  fellow 
on  the  receiving  end)  joke.  Bob  was  using 
a  good  antenna  on  a  tower.  An 
unsuspecting,  new  amateur  in  North 
Freedom  was  using  a  quarter-wavelength 
of  wire  (about  19")  stick  in  the  PL-259  on 
his  turkey  roaster.  His  signal  was  good  in 
Portage  (full  quieting),  about  20  air  miles 
away,  but  Bob  had  an  idea.  He  told  the 
North  Freedom  operator  his  signal  wasn’t 
very  good,  and  that  he  should  make  his 
antenna  into  a  unipole.  So,  the  North 
Freedom  op  dutifully  followed  Bob’s 
instructions  to  begin  bending  that  wire  into 
a  slight  "U"  shape.  His  signal  promptly 
got  weaker.  The  bending  and  weakening 
went  on  for  about  ten  minutes.  When  the 
North  Freedom  op’s  signal  had  gone  from 
very  good  to  extremely  noisy  (nearly 
inaudible),  Bob  told  him,  "That’s  perfect! 
Great  signal!"  I  don’t  remember  if  we  ever 
heard  the  North  Freedom  station  again  at 
all  after  that.  I  think  he  did  realize  he  had 
been  had  and  straightened  out  his  problem. 

Bob  surely  was  one  of  the  most 
colorful  characters  to  ever  be  a  ham. 
Some  day,  we’ll  tell  you  more.

I  will  be  setting  up  an  APRS  demo  at  the 
Madison  swapfest  on  the  morning  of  April  10. 
Kent,  W9LZQ,  will  be  driving  in  from  LaCrosse 
running  mobile  APRS  with  a  GPS  receiver.  We  are 
looking  for  digipeaters  who  will  be  available 
for  relaying  LZQ's  position  into  Madison. 

A  question  arises  about  which  frequency  to 
use.  Some  stations  are  running  APRS  on  145.03, 
the  BBS-free  frequency.  A  few  are  on  145.07.  A 
third  possibility,  145.79,  which  has  been  allo¬ 
cated  to  APRS  by  WAPR,  is  in  use  for  APRS  net¬ 
works  in  other  parts  of  the  country,,  but  a 
concern  has  been  raised  about  possible  QRM  to 
the  satellite  sub-band  above  145.800.  My  prefer¬ 
ence  would  be  to  use  145.79  for  APRS  practice, 
since  it  is  a  quiet  frequency. 

Anyway,  for  the  April  10  test,  145.07  will 
probably  be  the  frequency  of  choice.  If  your 
TNC  will  be  up  and  running  that  morning,  please 
let  me  know.  If  you  could  set  your  alias  to 
RELAY,  that  may  help  for  generic  digipeating.

Ohio,  Kentucky  and  Indiana.  Again,  a 
message  to  NEOH  or  ALLOH  is  better! 
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ALLOH  -  All  Ohio  (or  ALLMI,  ALLHI,  etc.). 

NEOH  -  (Or  your  local  area  flood  route) 
Northeast  Ohio.  This  is  the  best 
routing  for  the  "for  sale"  messages.
